SUBJECTS CAiaSADB's Russian Case Officers 
REF t BSC/Ops/147 



1. At the regular weekly visit of CAHISADE's Russian 
case officer on 13 September 1947f CAUISADE was called on 
by BaJ ANTONOV, another Russian officer, and a male Inter* 
preter CABISADB had not previously met. CAKISADE was told 
ANTONOV was departing on four weeks' leave and the other 
officer would take over In his absence. This officer, a 
Capt 'U’BTROV", Is described by CABISAOE as young, blow, 
unintelligent looking. He was wearing civilian clothes. 

The Interpreter CABISADB described as large, dark, probably 
Jewish, fat. He spoke remarkably fast In German which was 
excellent except for sentence structure. 

2. ANTONOV had told CAUISADE on 30 August that PREG- 

NANT would be out of Berlin for two months, and that be, 
ANTONOV, would take over In PREGNANT's absence (cf BSC/Ops/ 
146). This rapid turnover In ease officers Is unprecedented, 
particularly imn taken In conjunction with CAKISADE having 
been contacted by still another "Uajor" on 6 September. (In 
connection with CABISADE's complaints with regard to insuffi- 
cient food being received from the Russians: ef BSC/Ops/147). 

3 . On 11 or 12 September, CAITISADE, In the company of 
Frl KAHNKB (ef BSC/Ops/147), net PREGNANT by accident In the 
Stettlner Bahnhof (Russian Sector of Berlin). He spoke 
briefly with PREGNANT, who told him he was In Berlin only for 
the day. On Saturday CAHISAOE, not mentioning his encounter 
with PREGNANT, asked ANTONOV If PREGNANT had as yet left Ber- 
lin. ANTONOV answered that PREGNANT was still in Berlin, and 
that he woiQd not depart for a few more days. 

£isU. Commenti (1) It is difficult to Imagine what seri« 
ous purpose iPREGNAWT and/or ANTONOV would h£ve for lying 
to CAtfISADE about PREGNANT's presence In Berlin, In all 
probability It is nothing more than un operational expedl* 
ent to prevent CA1SI8ADE from knowing his case officer Is 
being changed. It will be Interesting If It develops 
that ANTONOV'S story of leaving on a four weeks' leave Is 
a similar expedient and the Capt PETROV, of apparently 
lower caliber, proves to be C^SAOE's new, permanent ease 
officer.

M have saver been abla to tie in anjr of the Soviat 
Intaliiganea of^ears Identified in the SAVOT and CAKX» 
SADB series with the MOB Operational Sector Berlin^ 
that Is to say, outside of oiir own sources we have not 
obtained . any corroborative evldenoe linking PBEGNANT, 
CHEBNIKOV, GONTSCHABOV, ANTONOV, PETROV with any speol> 
fie saetlon of the opantlontl Seetor; this Isms us to 
believe that nost likely they are operating under aliases. 
This In turn would reflect the comparatively high atandards 
of operational security known to be maintained by the 
operatives of- HOB Seetor Berlin. Until some major dafao* 
tion In the same class with that of KRAVCHENKO enables us 
to form a clearer picture of the structure and key per- 
sonnel of MOB Seetor Berlin, we shall oontimie groping 
in the dark In trying to uctermlne the level of pene- 
tration achieved In Operations SAVOY and CAUISAOE. 
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
